It is Stated 


The way applications for seed corn 


testing have been coming inlo 
the 


county agent's office during the past 
week indicates a wide interest in this 
work and that farmers are 
con- 


cerned about the prevelence of the de- 
plodia ear rot in the past corn crop, 
and are anxious (o cut down the in- 
fection. The fact that the majority of 
the men who have applied for 
the 


work so far are ones that had seed 
tested last year and the year before 
is a recommendation of seed 
corn 


testing and a testimonial that these 
farmers have found that it pays to 
test. 


It will no doubt -be necessary, on 


account of the large number of ap- 
plications that are anticipated, to li- 
mit the number of bushels tested 
for one farmer and even then 
the 


county agent fears that the plant will 
not be able to take care of (he de- 
mand. In anticipation of this condi- 
tjon, the office is making 
arrange- 


ments to give farmers 
all possible 


assistance in making tests at home. 
The county agent is in Indianapolis 
today making arrangements for ob- 
taining paper suitable for this work, 
which will be distributed to farmers 
who can arrange to do their own 
testing. 


In the past the county agent has 


assisted farmers in the matter of 
reading their tests and he announces 
that US "will be glad to give the same 
service again this year. If the farm- 
er will bring in a number of the dolls, 
the agent will read them with the far- 
mer and point out the disease indi- 
cations that should be noted. 


In order to cut down the expenses 


of operating the seed corn testing 
plant this year farmers 
who have 


seed tested are asked to examine it 
closely before bringing it to the of- 
fice, as in the past many ears were 
brought in that should 
have 
been 


eliminated by physical inspection. 'It 


- is recommended that a few grains 1>e 


pulled from the tips and butts for ex- 
amination, as the disease indications 
are usually more noticeable in these 
portions of the ear. 


The county agent's office is ready 


to receive applications for seed test- 
ing now and farmers interested are 
urged to get their names in at Hie 
earliest possible date. The county

CLEARER 


Confusion Arises Concerning New 


Law Governing Thfr Testing of 
. 


« 
Seed Placed For Sale . 


MUST BE PROPERLY TAGGED 


Merchant or Seller is Responsible 


.for Germination and Other Seed 


Governing Conditions 


Considerable confusion regarding 


;he new state seed law which went 
into effect Jan. 1 has arisen through- 
out Indiana,'and the seed laboratory 
it Purdue. University has been "co- 
rered'up" with hundreds of samples 
received for testing, , really 
doing 


much of the work which should be 
undertaken by the seed merchants. ' 
E. G. Pronlx, state seed commission- 
er had issued a statement.calling at- 
tention* of the farmers and seedsmen 
to the provisions of the law. 
, 


It requires that when seed'is sold 


for planting, in lots of one pound or 
more, the merchant or seller must 
have a tag or label for it, similar to 
those attached to fertilizers' and 
feeds, giving the germination, per- 
cent of -noxious weed seed,' etc. The 
seed merchant and not the seed com- 
missioner is responsible .for the cor- 
rectness of the statement on the tag, 
as many of the big and small seed 
houses have apparently thought by. 
sending in all samples for testing. 


"Unfortunately, not over, one per- 


cent of Indiana seed merchants test 
their seed. AW seedsmen worthy -of 
the name.should be able to test the! 
majority of their seed," said -'Mr. 
Proulx. "The Purdue seed laboratory, 
as an accomodation is testing all 
these samples sent in^by - growers

Grain Growers; formerly in charge 
of investigational work for the Fed- 
eral Trade 
Commission, prepared

The "Special Executive Commit-

U. S. Grain Growers, 
Inc. 
R. I. 


Mansfield of Toledo was appointed 
chairman and an office was opened 
in Chicago. An effort was made to 
attach the stigma of socialism to 


the Grain Growers organization and 
to stamp it^as a national non-par- 
tisan league movement; Advertise- 
ments, public speakers and newspa- 
per articles were furnished to allies 
in the committee's fight against the 
farmers organization. 


Mansfield v and his committee suc- 


ceeded in arousing hundreds of far- 
mers'to insist upon being given^ an 
immediate opportunity to join the 
ranks of the U. S. Grain Growers,' 
declaring that the type of opposi- 
tion offered was the best possible 
endorsement 
of the farmers com- 


pany.. After discrediting himself be- 
fore his own organization,' who did 
not relish the impending senate, in- 
vestigation, Mansfield told the grain 
dealers' national convention in Oc- 
tober that he .had successfully op- 
posed the organization of the Grain 
Growers. 


When the grain dealers' conven- 


tion 
enthusiastically voted 
for 


Mansfield .to proceed with his good 
work, .providing he financed himself 
he announced that there was no 
longer any reason to continue the 
campaign, 
and closed the Chicago 


office. 
Activities since that time, 


awaiting the Senate probe, have been' 
of a minor character and conducted 
through third parties who cannot be 
directly connected with the ."Slush 
Fund" committee.
